No more thrilling tale has been told 

recenfly than that of the four. memres- 
col from the coal mine at Jeanesville, 
Pa. Away down 000: feet below ths 
surface of the earth, three-quarters of » 
mila from the ontrance*shaft, miners 
were delving. ut the coal seams as usual 
ove day. Suddenly, without » moment's 
wining, = deluge of water broke 
through from a shaft of an abandoned 
miné. What started it will never be 
Amewn, probably, In five minutes it 
was 900 feat deep in the lower portions 
of the mine, thongh miners nearest the 
shaft escaped, When the rol! came to 
be called eighteen were missing. Such 
of these as were not drowned by the 
flood would uaturally seek refnge in tha 
higher passageways leading off from the 
level. The mine was honeycombed with 
these, for it had been worked nearly 
fifty years. 
‘The water had filled tho main shaft to 
athird of iti depth. But there was one 
thing it could not do. When if rushed 
in a mighty torrent into the mine it 
drove tho air before it up the narrow 
passageways and packed it ints the ends 
of these. The water could not go 
through the air, It could drive it over 
upon itself and compress it, but the 
more the air was com the more 
itresisted the water, till at Inst the air 
‘kept the water out of the further end of 
the panugeways as effectually as if it 
had boom a wall ef brick aod mortar. 
That sayed the lives of the four who 
were roacued. Tt gsve them sir of a 
presse of four atmospheres to breathe, 
‘Dut it waved them. 

Great engines, pamping 2,000 gullons 
a minute, were put to work, and the 
pampe throbbed day and night, The 
mine umst be cleared und the bodies of 
those who had been drowned brought 
out and boried. Half a month went on, 
and the pumpsonly then ceased to throb, 
‘The water was low enough to search for 
the bodies. Severalwerefound. In one 
spot it was plain that s fire had been 
kindled, and that had caused the death 
of four men who had clustered around 
it, Tho flames had consumed the oxygen 
im the confined air of the “pocket” ta 
which they were inclosed, and the men 
were slowly asphyxiated to their death. 

Tho search went on until the bodies of 
all but four had been found, The res- 
cuers themselves braved desth o hoo- 
dred times a day from suffocation in the 
elese alr, but the work did not stop a 
moment.

EIGN COMMERCE. 


The tnerease of Our Manufectared Bx- 


ports—Our Imperts Alto Larger—The 
Free List Now Abaut One-Half of All 
Tmports. 


The new tariff was ¢apecially de 
nounced by its opponents on the ground 
that it would injure our foreign com- 
morce, It has now been in operation 
Jong enougi: to test this prediction by 
the actnal results, 

As to exports of domestic merchandise, 
tho report of the bureau of statistics 
shows they have increased, and for the 
seven months ending Jan. 31, 1891, they 
amoonted tu $11,001,803. This is $36,- 
984,804 larger than the ayorage of the 
same months for the previous five years, 
and about $9,000,000 larger than for the 
mame months in 1800, For the two 
montha ending Feb. 25, 1601, our exports 
of merchandise amounted to $157,224,205, 
ind for the same months in "1890 they 
amounted to €145,688,074. It is evident 
that a8 to exports the effect of the new 
tariff haa confounded the predictions of 
its opponents. 

It is interesting to note that among 
the articles exported there is a large in- 
crease of manufactured goods, which, 
aceording to Free-trade theories, we 
should not be able to export in compe- 
tition with other countries, During the 
seven months ending Jan. St the export 
of curringes, cars, ete., was twice ax 
argo as the average of the samo period 
in the preceding five years, and amounted 
‘to $8,199,06%. The exports of chemicals, 
stc., amounted to $4,109,800, which Is 
about 20 per cent. larger than the aver- 
age of the precoding five years. The ex- 
ports of iron and steel and manufactures 
of samo were $16,010,430, or aboot WD 
per cent. greater than the average of the 
preceding five years. The osports of 
leather and tmaunfectures of leather 
wero $7,564,066, which is 95 percent.
